"Our children are generated and 
nurtured under a malignant and mis­ 
anthropic caritemwit that will wreck 
this country and make our civilisation 
a hiss and a byword. And If it is a 
fact that the negro will not let white 
women alone, then white men owe 
it to their manhood and honesty to 
get ri«l of him; and if they will open 
up a highway to Africa millions of the 
black race will go. Hat her than shed 
so much blood, and possibly some In­ 
nocent blood, you had better enact 
laws to brand these fools and scoun­ 
drels, and crop their ears and banish 
them to Africa.

Minnesota fir International Pressing on 


Toward the Canadian Border-- 


Day and Night Crews. 


From all appearances the Minne­ 
sota A' International Railroad com­ 
pany intends to push their road 
building with all possible speed to­ 
wards its Canadian terminus, says 
the Pioneer Press. 
The work has 
been at a standstill, practically, this 
summer owing to the wet and lack of 
men, and this road which should have 
been completed to Blackduck by July, 
has only been finished to three miles 
this side of Tenstrike, or twelve 
miles this side of Blackduck. 
The spirit of indifference exhibited 
by the contractors has given the rival 
towns along bhe line great encour­ 
agement. 
Tenstrike has hoped to l>e 
the terminus or- distributing point 
for the road this winter, and Black­ 
duck has felt sure of that prosperity 
this winter, provided the road reached 
that far before snowily.

the contractors are working with new 
speed. 
A day and night crew have been 
placed on the two cuts this side of 
Tenstrike and rails w ill probably be 
laid to that point within two weeks.

Minnesota k International Pressing on

Liberal wages and treatment is bring­ 
ing in plenty of help. Over 2100 men 
were brought up from Minneapolis 
last week. Contracts have been let 
for the cutting through of the right- 
of-way between Blackduck and Brid- 
gie, ami a crew of railroad engineers 
are engaged on the final work there. 
It ia quite evident that the road will 
be pushed through to Bridgie if con­ 
tractors can be found to do the work. 
It also is evident that unless the 
Minnesota'& International hurries 
other roads will beat it to Koochich­ 
ing.

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The Board of Control Has Seat an Answer 
to the Queries Propounded by 


The board of control has made a 
formal reply to the complaints of the 
state normal board, and the latter’* 
objections to the interference of the 
former in the financial management 
of the schools. 
The following excerpts will show 
the tenor of the reply: 
“A majority of the normal schools 
were unable to pay the debts contract­ 
ed last year out of the appropriations 
provided and entered this fiscal year 
with a deficit, a portion of which was 
the salaries of resident directors. 
The proposed expenditures for the 
present year will undoubtedly exceed 
those of last year unless some action 
is taken bv this board to prevent it. 
“Whatever disagreements there 
may have been with the normal 
school board or any of it» members 
has been brought about solely by our 
attempts to keep the expenditures of 
said board and its schools within the 
meaning and intent of the legislature 
and so put a stop to ‘deficiencies. ’ 
We require of all the institutions un­ 
der our charge that they shall live 
within both the intention and appro­ 
priation of the legislature, and while 
the normal schools are under our 
charge we shall insist that they meet 
the same requirements. 
“ While the law places the financial 
affairs of the normal board schools 
absolutely under this board, except 
as to the mi tidier of teachers and 
their salaries, it does not require us 
in any manner to co-operate with 
your board in these matters. Yet we 
have tried in every way to co-oper­ 
ate.”
